The C and O. Mil that was put in last 
fall just Fast of the Elevators gave way 
yesterday, which necessitated a force of 
workmen engaged all day in repairing it, 
but the slide does not interfere with traf- 
fic, as the piling on which the trestle 
rested is still intact 

The damage so far in this city has been 
comparatively light, the most of it falling 
upon those who are notable financially 
to stand it. 

In Aberdeen the water has reached Sec- 
ond street, and much suffering has been 
caused among the poorer class of people, 
several families being entirely without
